1. SAG HAS ANNOUNCED THAT COMMISSIONER GENERAL OF INDIGENOUS 
PEOPLES OF SOUTH WEST AFRICA, JANNIE DE WET, WILL FORWARD 
TODAY, MARCH 9, NAMES OF AFRICANS NOMINATED, AND WILLING, TO 
SERVE ON PM VORSTER' S ADVISORY COUNCIL. AFRICAN REPRESENTATIVES 
SELECTED TO DATE REPRESENT EACH OF NORTHERN HOMELANDS WITH 
EXCEPTION OF HEREROLAND, AS HEREROS HAVE REFUSED TO SERVE ON 
COUNCIL ( REF A). 

2. IN INTERVIEW WITH CAPE TIMES JOURNALIST MARCH 8, PRIME 
MINISTER DISMISSED REFUSAL OF NATIONAL CONVENTION TO PARTICIPATE 
IN ADVISORY COUNCIL, STATING THAT CONVENTION HAD " NO STATUS OR 
MEMBERSHIP." HE ADDED THAT CHIEF CLEMENS KAPUUO OF HEREROS HAD 
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NO RIGHT TO CLAIM CHIEFTANSHIP. 

3. VORSTER CONFIRMED REPORTS HE WOULD PRESIDE OVER ADVISORY 
COUNCIL' S FIRST MEETING, WHICH SCHEDULED TAKE PLACE IN 
WINDHOEK MARCH 23. 

4. HE SAID PEOPLES RPT PEOPLES OF SWA HAVE RIGHT TO SELF- 
DETERMINATION BUT FIRST MUST HAVE EXPERIENCE IN SELF- GOVERNMENT. 
SAG WAS GIVING THEM THIS EXPERIENCE IN HOMELANDS LEGISLATIVE 
ASSEMBLIES. HE SAID: " THE NEXT STEP, THEN, IS ENTIRELY UP TO 

THEM. IT IS FOR THEM TO DECIDE THEIR FATE." NEITHER SA NOR UN 
COULD DECIDE FOR THEM. 

5. HE WAS ASKED ABOUT STATEMENT BY UN SYG WALDHEIM THAT BEFORE 
SENDING ANYBODY BACK TO SA HE FIRST WANTED ADDITIONAL 
CLARIFICATION FROM SA ON ITS POLICIES TOWARD SWA. VORSTER 
REPLIED THAT HE COULD NOT DISCUSS THIS BECAUSE " DELICATE 
NEGOTIATIONS" WERE INVOLVED. EARLIER IN INTERVIEW HE SAID 

HE WOULD DO " EVERYTHING THAT IS NECESSARY" TO CONTINUE CONTACT 
WITH UN ON FUTURE OF SWA. 

6. COMMENT: HEREROS' REFUSAL SIT ON ADVISORY COUNCIL CERTAIN 
TO DETRACT FROM ITS GLOSS. FURTHERMORE, VORSTER’ S REIECTION OF 
IMPORTANCE OF NATIONAL CONVENTION APPEARS BE UNREALISTIC AND 
SHORT- SIGHTED. LACKING EVEN TACIT APPROVAL OF CONVENTION, 
VORSTER RUNNING DEFINITE RISK OF HAVING ADVISORY COUNCIL 
LABELED AS ANOTHER PUPPET ORGANIZATION OF SAG.
